In the claims : 
| Amend claims 1, 2, 20, and 21 as follows: 


— 1. (Twice Amended) A method for simultaneously measuring both members A and B 
in a binding pair complex in a biological sample, said method comprising: 

a) providing a solid phase reagent, said solid phase reagent comprising a particle coated 
with capture antibodies having specific binding affinities for said member A of said binding pair 
complex; 

b) contacting said biological sample with said solid phase reagent under conditions in 
which said member A, if present, becomes bound to said particle, to form a first reacted particle: 

c) contacting said first reacted particle with first antibodies having specific binding 
affinities for said member A, wherein said first antibodies are labeled with a first label, and with 
second antibodies having specific binding affinities for said member B of said binding pair 
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
